25X1 2. Prior to the visit of MAO Tse-tang to Moscow, there were major differences 
of opinion within the Chinese Comranist Politburo over the question of 
volicies to determine the course of the Communist revolution in China. 
Many persons favored the adoption of a volicy of neutrality in international 
affairs and concentration on the solution of internal affairs, whereas others 
favored a volicy of active varticination in the Communist world revolution. 
No decision on this isane had been reached when MAO left Peiving. When he 
reacie’ Moscow, it anneare that the Sevie's impressed on him the stringency 
of the world situation, the likely {mminence of a third world war, ind the 
probability that the Chinese Communist Party (CCP) would lose ite gains un- 
less it participated in such a war as an ally of the USSR. MAO then sent 
for CHOU En=-lai and a series of firm accords were reached on the mr>ject of 
Sine-Soviet cooveration. The entire subatanre of these accords is unknown 
but i¢ is apnarent that they are mainly of a military character. Since 
MAO's return to Peiping, CCP leaders talk and think in terms of nolicies 
designed to prenare for war. 


Ze The decision for full cooperation with the USSR met with some oovesition 
in the upver levels of the CCP, but when adopted by the Politburo, the top 
hierarchy of the Party sung into line behind it. The adoption of the de- 
eision was a victory for LIV Shao-ch'4, LIU Ning-i, LY Iiesan and CHOU 
En-lai, the main vrotagonists of the policy which 1+ forwarded; and, it 
was a defeat for the military group. The main military fieures involved 
apyear to be CHU Te, NIES Jung-chen, CH'EN Yi and Y°H Chien-ying. In svite 
of the fact that this iitference of opinion may persist in the Politburo, 
it does not apnear at all likely that the military figures and their associntes 
will be able to do other than defer to the will of the politicians. NIBH, Y°H 
ani CH'PN have, through the machinations of the nroe-Soviet faction, lost meh 
influence in recent months and this lecson has not been lost on their military 
colleagues. Thus, whatever factionalism may obtain tn the Politburc, it 13 more 
on 4 basis of versonality conflict thar. on volicy conflict. 


3. Tt cannot be said with any degree of accuracy that there ia factionalieom in 
an acute form in the lover echelons of the CCP or in the Army although thera

are certain factors in the vresent China situation which could well bring 

on factionalism in those organizations, ‘natges in kanou, or Dolitical 
workers, in the Party ant volitical commissars in the Army are tending to 

be the main cause. The ranid expansion of the CCP in the vast two years 

has necessitated a vast increase in the nunber of kanm, varticularly in 
netropolitan areas. In organizing the citles,the old kannu, who mis- 

trusted and disliked the city peonle and who were reearded by them as 
ignorant yokels, proved incermetent. New kannpu were trained as ravidly 

ag possible. These were mainly middle school students or univers! ty 

lower classmen whe were at home in urban environments. Many of these 

were assigned te the cities and disnlaced old kannu, who were reassigned 

to the countryside. The latter were diseruntled over this, varticularly 
since they regarded the newcomers as inexnerienced, untried ond fundanentally 
unreliable. The new kanvu, both in city and country, have failed to get cloge 
to the veovle, anid to win their affection and supvort. The old kanpm realize 
this, and Send to blame new high echelon volicies for this state of affairs. 
A similar situation exists in the Army, where absorption of former Nationalist 
units has required the training and assienrent of new oolitical conrissars. 
The new commissars are more exnerienced and sovhisticated than the o14, and 
the two grouvs entertain a mutual dislike. The new commissars have not the 
sense of self sacrifice of the old, but are ambitious and self seelcing. 

The newdomerg think of themselves as policenen and diseivlinarians end 

there is a growing gulf between the commissars and the Army. 


Perhans the greatest gulf and votential breeder of factionalism in the CCP 
is the difference in oninion on volicy between the Politburo on one hend and 
the lover echelons of the varty and the Army on the other. The lover echelons 
of the COP are generally unaware of the details, or even the cxistence, of 
high level Party decisions committing China to full cooveration with the USSR 
in the event of war and to ageressive action in forvarding the Commnist 
revolution elsewhere in Asia. The lower ranks in the CCP arc generally of 
the onoinion that their major duty, after the occunation of China by the 
taking of Taiwan and Tibet, is to proceed with the solution of China's 
internal vroblems. They further believe that the Com-unist revolution will 
occur in all countries as a svontaneous thing, and they have not been con= 
ditioned to believe thit China will have an active role in forwarding this 
revolution by military, or quasiemilitary action. 


Sinllarly, the Army is looking teward a vertod of veace, wherein intornal 
problems can be solved and the army greatly reduced in size. The Comrunist 
leaders have sought to motivate the Army mainly in terms of the cless strug ‘le. 
The volitical commissars have urged self interest on the troovs, by telling 
then thet in fighting the civil war they were fighting to eliminate their 
onvpressors wio were keeping them and their families in noverty. This line 
has been stressed much more than the "American invertali-t" theme. Thus, 

the rank and file of the Army feel comnel’led to proceed with the liberation 
of Taiwan and Tibet, bat feel under no commulsion to continue under arms 
beyond the noint vhere this is accomplished. Indeed, versennel telk in terms 
of "going hone," when Taiwan is occunied, This desire is reenforce’d by what 
they hear from their families. The core of the Army “as conserinted fron 
North China rural communities, which want the soldiers back to vork on the 
land. Any military onerations beyond China's boundaries would be very une 
ponular. 


Except for minor discivlinary actions, there have, as yet, been no signs 

of vurges within the CCP. However, there are some signs thot ourges will 
occur when Taiwan has been taken. At that time it will be necessary to 
reorganize the Party and the Governrent for new tasks. “Unreliable ele~ 
ments", who cannot be counted on te sumort and carry out the strong 
policies now adopted by the Politburo will be weeded out. The non=Comrunist, 
minority parties expect to be anonz the first victims of this ~urge. This 
process hes laready begun; low ranking members of minority parties have been 
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arrested for "reactiomry activities", though not svecifically for their 
marty merbershin. Such verecns have be«n confined briefly and thea released. 


In conclusion, factionalism in the Politouro is »robably not ~resent to a 
noint where it could seriously affect CCP nolicies. On the other hand, there 
is a gulf between the Politouro and lower echelons of the CCP, between the 

CCP and the neovle, and between the Politburo and the renk and files of the 
Army. None of these schisms onerate as vet to weaken the CCP, but in the 
event of a world war they would be significant and susceptible to exploitation. 
The solit between the CCP and the grou»s coonerating with it in tae Governe 
ment is deen and irreconcilable. 
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
